REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The instant invention is deemed to be directed to an unobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in U. S. Patent No. 5,802,847 to Harnischfeger and Publication No. WO 
9817873 Al to Lindberg. The improvement comprises a hydraulic control arrangement wherein 
the pressure chambers of the hydraulic cylinder are both connected with the hydraulic 
accumulator in the attenuation position for the purposes of enabling the functions of "floating" 
and "pitching oscillation attenuation" at low complexity. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
